ORIGINAL DOCUMENT: This is the front (of the many pages) of the original 


archival document of the memorandum distributed by Martin Bormann. This 
alone already refutes if this memorandum is faked or forged. Not to 
mention the fact that this is very consistent with Martin Bormann’s views on 
Christianity. Bormann, out of the many elite National Socialists, absolutely 
hated Christianity and (in their own view) wanted to destroy it. 


MEMORANDUM SOURCE: 

The full citation of this original document is within the Bundesarchiv 
(German Federal Archives) under; “Verhaltnis von Nationalsozialismus 
und Christentum.- R 8/41g” Under the Archive signature of “NS 6/336” 
from pages 37-45. It is also cited in any historical book that references the 
topic of Religion and National Socialism, but this would be the original 
document itself, from June of 1941. 


CLAIM 1: 


This quotation is not real, the evidence 
brought to the table against us NS pilled

Refutation: The first part of their claim is that a memorandum (memo) is 
mainly just a message sent to an individual on a piece of paper. However 
that is not how all memos are made and distributed. Memorandums have 
existed for decades and are made to address either an individual or a 
group of individuals. So do not get fooled into believing the implications of 
this message presented that it solely is based on individual messaging. 


When looking in the underlined text, you can see | specifically underlined 
the part where this memorandum was supposedly “not addressed to 
anyone” It’s more than likely they are referencing their incomplete 
definition of what a memo is. However this notion that it was not addressed 
to any specific person or group is completely FALSE...

When one takes a look at the original document, specifically the last page, 
you can see at the very bottom the words “Verteiler: Alle Gauleiter” in the 
highlighted text which means “DIstributor/Distribute: All Gauleiters” So 
this memorandum was in fact addressed to all of the Gauleiters within the 
NSDAP as shown within the original document itself, thus debunking the 
notion that this memo was supposedly not addressed to any group or 
person. 


CLAIM 2: 


It should be noted the "Memorandum" 

was not discovered until after the 
destruction of National Socialist Germany 
by the Nuremburg International Warcrimes 


tribunal, which tortured many National 
Socialists by crushing their testicles 

and forcing them to give up false confessions 
of genocide.

“We make-no difference between 
the confessions. That is why we 
have refrained from creating a 
Reichs church uniting Protestants 
and Catholics. Protestants are just 
as inimical to Nazism as are the 
Catholics. 

Bormann concludes his circular 
by glorifying the role of Der 
Fuchrer in the present-day Ger-

Many other newspapers can be found in any newspaper archival database 
relating to this memorandum. Mind you, this newspaper is from 1942, not 
very long after Bormann’s memo was made. Thus utterly destroying any 
notion that this memo was specifically only founded by the allies in the 
Nuremberg trials (which would not even dispute the authenticity of the 
memorandum in the first place if it was even true) 


The end part of the meme speaks on the torture of Nuremberg suspects, as 
if that specifically happened in reference to this specific memorandum, thus 
misleading the reader into a guilt trip into believing that the Nuremberg 
international Warcrimes Tribunal invented/forged the memorandum. 


However there is no evidence of that in reference to the memorandum from 
Bormann. Especially since we have the original document itself from that 
time in its archival state. 


Goebbels himself also referenced in his diary the leak of this memorandum 
in the same dates (1942) as the many newspapers (including this one) do:

GERMAN ORIGINAL: 


“Ein Rundschreiben Bormanns Uber die Kirchenfrage ist leider in den Besitz des 
feindlichen Auslands geraten. Warum muB& Bormann auch in dieser Zeit 
Rundschreiben uber die Kirchenfrage loslassen? Die Kirchenfrage ist kein 
Problem, das von kriegsentscheidender Bedeutung ware.” 


TRANSLATION: 


“Unfortunately, one of Bormann's circulars on the church question came into 
the possession of the enemy abroad. Why did Bormann have to send out 
circulars on the church question even at this time? The church question was 
not a problem of decisive importance for the war.” [Source: N 1118/40, page 


151] 


How interesting that Goebbels complains on the leak of the memorandum, 
implying that he did not want the true attitude of the “Church question” to 
be revealed to the public. He also writes at the end that the war is more 
important than the “Church question” at that time. Which basically implies 
that it was quite unnecessary that Bormann had to send a circular on the 
topic of religion at that specific time.Especially since religion was such a hot 
topic for the NSDAP during that era.

HANS FRANK: 


Within Hans Frank’s own written memoirs, he writes in a passage on how 
Hitler’s Table Talks would eventually lead to orders on behalf of said person 
within the table. Hans Frank writes the following: 


"Himmler and Bormann, for example, often turned the Fuhrer's table 
remarks [i.e. Table Talks], which he occasionally dropped, into “big 
concrete orders" or used them to obtain authority for their actions. [...] A 


very impressive example was the "Bormann decree", which contained 
the sentence: "Christianity is not compatible with National Socialism" 
[Source] 


The fact that Hans Frank himself points out in this “Bormann decree” that 
he references the exact phrase of National Socialism being incompatible 
with Christianity shows that he himself saw this document and remembers 
its highlight consistently. 


ALFRED ROSENBERG: 


Another reference to Bormann’s memorandum is also within Alfred 
Rosenberg’s diary, the specific entry in reference to it is even within the 
same exact year (1941), thus making it a real time source of eyewitness 
testimony of such a document. In a diary entry on September 1, 1941, 
Rosenberg notes the following: 


GERMAN ORIGINAL: 


“Hier betatig [sic] Bormann sehr eifrig in Veranlassung von 
Kloster-Beschlagnahmungen, Unterstutzung d. Kirchengesetzgebung |. den 
neuen Reichsgauen usw. Neuerdings hat er an die Gauleiter ein 
Rundschreiben Uber Christentum u. N.S. hinausgehen lassen, das 
verschiedene Aussagen d. Fuhrers b. Tischgesprachen unstilisiert 
zusammengestellt. In dieser Form ein unmoéglicher Brief, der dem 
Gegenstand nicht gerecht wird. B. ist ein praktischer Mann, aber fur 
Analysen derartiger Fragen nicht formatmassig geeignet. Ich habe ihm das 
heute etwas verblumt geschrieben u. eine andre Stellungnahme entworfen, 
damit, da die Geschichte uns tiber die Schultern schaut, die NSDAP auch 
nachweisen kann, dass sie ein grosses Problem auch plastisch, allseitig — 
und gerade deshalb konsequent sieht und zu lésen gewillt ist.” [Source]

ENGLISH TRANSLATION: 


“Here Bormann was very active in initiating the confiscation of monasteries, 
supporting church legislation in the new Reich districts, etc. Recently, he 
Bormann] sent a circular letter to the Gauleiters about Christianit 
and N.S., which compiled various statements by the Fuhrer during 


dinner conversations in an unstylized form. In this form, it is an 
impossible letter that does not do justice to the subject matter. is a practical 
man, but not suited to the format for analyzing such questions. | have 
written to him somewhat bluntly today and drafted a different statement so 
that, since history is looking over our shoulders, the NSDAP can also prove 
that it sees a major problem vividly, all-round - and precisely for this reason 
consistently - and is willing to solve it.” 


Funny enough, Rosenberg himself even writes how the memorandum was 
sent to Gauleiters, just like how the document itself says, adding more 
evidence against the idea of it being addressed to nobody. (it was 
addressed to a specific rank of people in the NSDAP) 


CONCLUSION: 


Allin all, the deception and total lie that is in NSDAP was Christian’s meme 
on Bormann’s memorandum have been completely exposed. The 
authenticity and origin of this memo have proven it with Archival 
documents, First hand testimonies, and outside sources. All of which show 
that this memorandum is in fact a genuine document sent by Martin 
Bormann himself.
